Du a 
tenant dying the first person to cross 
the threshold takes his place if he so 
desires. 
Many devices have been re­ 
torted to to obtain the keys. The prop 
erties carry a county vote, but the poor 
law guardians always refuse to grant 
relief to the tenants.—London Globe.
